1'msiriANs say that every kind uf 


cold, bronchitis, diphtheria, sure throat, 
and pulmonary complaint* arc remark- 
ably prevalent nitw, 
Sensible people 


ought to reflect that nine tenths of these 
troubles ariic from preventable causes. 
Wet feel are probably the first cause of 
a good many of tlicin. There i» no cx- 
cu.nc fitr any one who catches cold from 
wet feel. 
Overshoes arc cheap, and in 


this climate they ought to bo worn all 
tho time between the 1st of November 
and the 1st of May. It i* never safe 
to be without them, eicept in summer. 
Henry Ward llceoher ascribes hi» ro- 
bust health mainly to the wearing of 
overshoes; and all other men who know 
how to take care of thcmitclrei testify 
to the simo effect. 
Another cause of 


throat and lung discaim i* insufficient 
clothing, 
(iirls and women who go 


"low-necked and short-sleeved" lo par- 
ties take off their flannels lo do so, and 
when consumption declares itself won- 
dn how they got it. 
A still more gen- 


eral cause is overheating and bad ven- 
tilation indoors. The lungs, parched 
and poisoned in the house, are in ill 
, condition to breatho cold 01'moist air 


out of doors. Carbonic-acid gas puts 
them in a state of incipient inflamma- 
tion before they meet the fresh air at 
all. Attention to thcto simple dictates 
of common sense would prevent, we be- 
lieve, a large proportion of the danger- 
ous cough* and colds in this community 
which do not come from constitutional 
weakness or predisposition; and in the 
latter class of cases the need of careful 
watching is greater.

quite paralyted by the strike, which has 
now extended to the carters and whole 
body of carpenters, some of whom were 
already on a strike. The strike among 
the stilon hai became more general and 
great difficulty ia experienced in obtain- 
ing crews, save at increased rates. Yes- 
terday several ship* were 
awaiting 


crews, but were firm. It is stated there 
«c thirty-five grain laden ships at 
QueenstowD, and that owners do not 
know where to send them. 
Meanwhile 


the grain may be heating in the vessels' 
holds and rendered valueless. There 
are many reports of intimidation by 
dock laborers and others, to prevent 
men. from working until the dispute is 
settled. The steamship Lnalaba, which 
was to have started far the west coast of 
Africa, Thursday, had not yet left her 
docks. Agents promise the men pro- 
tection on the docks, but the men say 
they require protection outside also. 
The Canard Company have all their 
vessels in Hussikson a dock, which is 
enclosed, and have provided within tho 
dock-walla accommodation for the men 
brought from Glasgow. 
The local 


authorities maintain strict supervision 
with police and military, and none bat 
people on business are allowed within 
the enclosure along the whole lino of 
docks. There is to be another inter- 
view to day between the Ship Owners' 
Company and a deputation from the 
strikers. 


The strikers to-day refused their old 


wages and one hour longer work daily. 
A proposition of ship owners for arbi- 
tration was nlno rejected.
